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Kentucky Power seeks rate hike

LOUISA — Kentucky Power announced 
Thursday that it will file a base rate case with 
the Kentucky Public Service Commission to 
recover costs associated with the anticipated 
transfer of 50 percent of the ownership of two 
power generating units from AEP Ohio’s 



Mitchell Power Plant near Mounds ville, W.Va., 
to Kentucky Power, which could result in a 3 1 
percent increase to customers. 

The filing calls for an increase in revenue 
of $1 14 million over existing rates and asks for 
a general rate increase of 23.39 percent, with 
an impact of 3 1 percent to residential custom- 
ers, which is based on usage, service charges 
and other factors. 

Kentucky Power President and Chief Oper- 



ating Officer Greg Pauley said in an interview 
with the Big Sandy News Thursday that the 
papers in the base rate case have to be filed 
now in order to be turned in by the timeline 
and that they can change, depending on what is 
approved by the PSC. 

AEP officials said in a press release that 
there are two mitigation measures in the filing 
that could lessen the impact from 23 percent to 
12 percent and the residential impact from 31 



percent to 20 percent. 

In their release, they said that one way is 
that Kentucky Power expects to share addi- 
tional system sales revenue that will result 
from the operation of the Big Sandy Unit 2 and 
the Mitchell Power Plant simultaneously from 
Jan. 1, 2014, through 2015, when Unit 2 is

Accused 
robber to 
be back 
in state

LOUISA — Extradition was 
waived at a hearing in Charleston, 
W.Va., last Wednesday for James G. 
Stepp, who is charged with robbing 
the Inez Deposit Bank in Louisa on 
June 14, making off with approxi- 
mately $6,300. 

Kentucky State Police Lt. Randy 
McCarty of Post 14 in Ashland said 
Friday that they planned to pick 
Stepp up as soon as they had person- 
nel available. 

KSP Post 14 public information 
officer Mike Murriell said in a news 
release that authorities were able to 
identify the robber through the 
course of conducting interviews. 

Stepp, 33, of Louisa, is charged 
with second-degree robbery. 

Stepp was apprehended by 
Charleston authorities shortly after 
KSP issued information of his iden- 
tity, but details of his capture have 
not been released. 

McCarty said none of the money 
stolen from the bank was recovered. 

“By the time he was apprehend- 
ed, it was already gone,” McCarty 
said. 

According to the original news 
release, Murriell said Stepp didn’t 
brandish a weapon but produced a 
note at approximately 2:55 p.m. 
June 14, asking the teller to give him 
money, at Inez Deposit Bank located 
at 202 East Main Street in down-

FRANKFORT — Three school districts in the 
Big Sandy region were among 54 in Kentucky that 
opted to increase their compulsory attendance age 
within two days of the official implementation of the 
“Graduate Kentucky” bill that promotes high school 
graduation. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, First Lady Jane Beshear, 
and Education Commissioner Terry Holliday last 
Tuesday challenged the state’s school districts to 
adopt the new policy, and the leaders say they are 
encouraged by the districts’ enthusiastic response. 

The Lawrence County, Johnson County and 



Floyd County school districts joined 51 others in 
adopting the new policy by Thursday, according to a 
press release from the governor’s office. 

“I’m ecstatic that so many school districts are 
taking immediate steps to help students build a bet- 
ter future by encouraging them to stay in school 
through graduation,” the governor said. “The fact 
that so many districts have adopted the graduation 
age so quickly shows that our communities under- 
stand the importance of changing this antiquated 
policy, and I congratulate them for their action.” 
Senate Bill 97, known as the “Graduate Ken-

Stepp obtained an undis- 
closed amount of cash that 
McCarty said he thinks was 
approximately $6,300 before 
exiting through the bank’s 
back door, fleeing on foot

release said. 

The Louisa Police Depart- 
ment and the Lawrence Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office also 
responded to the scene to ren- 
der assistance. 

The case is under investi- 
gation by KSP Det.

The adoption of SB 97 is 
voluntary until 55 percent of 
the state’s school districts 
adopt the policy. Once 96 dis- 
tricts have approved the 
change, the remaining school 
districts must adopt and 
implement the policy within 
four years. 

To encourage school dis- 
tricts to vote, the governor and 
Holliday launched the “Blitz 
to 96” initiative - a statewide 
push to reach the 55 percent 
threshold that will create the 
statewide attendance age stan- 
dard. The first districts to 
adopt the policy in the “Blitz 
to 96” will be invited to 
Frankfort for a special news 
conference with the governor 
and commissioner to recog- 
nize them for their swift 



action. 

The 54 school districts that 
adopted the new policy by 
Thursday put the “Blitz to 96” 
initiative at more than half- 
way to its goal. More districts 
are expected to vote soon. 

The Kentucky Department 
of Education is providing 
$10,000 planning grants to 
school districts that adopt the 
new attendance age policy in 
the 2013-14 school year. The 
funds are designed to be used 
to plan for full implementa- 
tion in the 2015-16 school 
year.

retired. 

Company officials also 
said in their release that the 
second way they can reduce 
costs is by favorable fuel costs 
flowing through to customers 
from cheaper coal used to 
operate the Mitchell Power 
Plant. The additional sales 
revenue is expected to reduce 
the net rate by about 8 percent 
and the fuel savings by three 
percent. 

A hearing is scheduled 
July 10, at which time the 
PSC will decide whether or 
not they it approves the trans- 
fer of the Mitchell Power 
Plant units, which AEP offi- 
cials said is an effort to com- 
ply with environmental regu- 
lations and to replace the gen- 
eration of the 800-megawatt 
Unit 2 at the Big Sandy Plant, 
scheduled for retirement in 
2015. 

Another proposal that 
involves a memorandum of 
understanding with the Sierra 
Club and others is also being 
considered during the July 10 
hearing. 

The proposed deal com- 
mits AEP subsidiary Ken- 
tucky Power to invest in clean 
energy and energy efficiency 
programs along with a focus 
on new low-income commu- 
nity development investments 
in Lawrence County, officials 
said. 

“We are promoting the 
memorandum of understand- 
ing,’ Pauley said Thursday. 
“As you can see from the 
timeline, there is an overlap 
period where we use the Big 
Sandy Unit 2 plant at the same 
time we are using the Mitchell 
Plant. I am much more com- 
fortable defending 20 percent 
than 31 percent. We can get 
the Mitchell Plant at Netbook 
value if we buy now, other- 
wise, it could be sold before 
2015. The attorney general is 
against it.” 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway issued a statement 
Thursday regarding the issue. 

“I will oppose this filing 
by American Electric Power 
(AEP) before the Kentucky 



Public Service Commission 
(PSC). It is premature as the 
PSC has not yet approved the 
transfer of the Mitchell Power 
facility,” Conway said in the 
release. “A 31 percent resi- 
dential rate increase is far too 
much for hard-working East- 
ern Kentucky residents to 
absorb during these tough 
economic times. Furthermore, 
we are concerned that all oth- 
er potential options have not 
yet been explored by the 
PSC.” 

If the base rate case is 
approved by the PSC, a typi- 
cal residential customer using 
1,374 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity per month will rise 
from the current price of 
$119.69 to $156.93, an 
increase of 31 percent. But if 
the two mitigation measures 
are also approved, the same 
customer would see a bill 
increase from $119.69 per 
month to $143.62 per month, 
with the increase taking effect 
Jan. 1,2014. 

In response to the request 
to purchase power from the 
Mitchell Plant and to close the 
Big Sandy Unit 2, Lawrence 
County Judge-Executive John 
Osborne, County Attorney 
Mike Hogan, County Clerk 
Chris Jobe, PVA Chris Rose, 
Sheriff Garrett Roberts, 
school superintendent Mike 
Armstrong and librarian Mary 
McGuire recently met con- 
cerning the issue. Recogniz- 
ing the negative economic 
impact the closure would have 
on the community, the offi- 
cials agreed to show their sup- 
port for a petition asking the 
PSC to deny the request for a 
closure of the plant. 

The petition says, “We, the 
citizens of Lawrence County, 
request that the PSC deny the 
application of AEP in closing 
the Big Sandy Plant. Our 
community has enjoyed a 
long standing relationship 
with AEP and has been active- 
ly involved in community out- 
reach since its inception in 
1962. Furthermore, the loss of 
jobs in the community would 
amount to an economic catas- 
trophe that the community 
would be unable to overcome. 



Lastly, the loss of tax revenue 
would be in excess of 
$900,000 per year to the 
county, school board, and 
library among other taxing 
districts that receive a portion 
of this money. This would 
constitute a loss of revenue 
that would adversely impact 
the education that students 
receive, as well as prohibit the 
county from providing neces- 
sary governmental operations 
including those that affect 
public safety and general wel- 
fare.” 

Osborne said that he sup- 
ports the petition because the 
closure of the Big Sandy Plant 
would be an “astronomical 
loss” for the county. 

Pauley said the filing of 
the base rate case is necessary 
to begin recovery of costs 
associated with the transfer of 
the Mitchell Plant assets to 
Kentucky Power and in antici- 
pation that the PSC will 
approve the transfer. 

“We understand that this 
rate case represents a signifi- 
cant cost to customers even at 
20 percent, however it is the 
least expensive option we 
have reviewed and we have 
worked to keep the cost as 
minimal as we can to the cus- 
tomer,” Pauley said. “Envi- 
ronmental compliance is 
expensive and we have always 
said EPA regulations associ- 
ated with the continued use of 
coal would come at a high 
cost to customers. We are try- 
ing to manage those costs as 
best we can. One of the rea- 
sons we got back into eco- 
nomic development is to help 
bring more people in that will 
use electricity. The more cus- 
tomers we have, the cheaper it 
is for consumers. We have 
173,000 customers in 20 
counties and the closure of the 
Big Sandy Unit 2 Plant is 
important. It affects Lawrence 
County jobs, but the thing 
most of our customers are 
concerned with is the cost of 
their electric bill.” 

Pauley said the memoran- 
dum of understanding also 
includes converting Unit 1 at 
the Big Sandy Plant to gas, 
which would provide employ- 



ment and to provide economic 
development funds in part of 
the 20 counties being served 
by the utility. 

“We also agreed to test the 
wind to see whether the area 
provides enough wind to con- 
sider putting in a wind tur- 
bine,” Pauley said. “I spoke 
with the superintendent, Mike 
Armstrong, and he wanted us 
to commit funds to the school 
for electricity conservation 
efforts. I agreed that we can 
do that.” 

Pauley said that if Ken- 
tucky Power isn’t approved 
by the PSC to do the transfer 
with the Mitchell Plant, it 
could be forced to go back to 
the drawing board and to try 
and come up with another 
idea to provide power to the 
area that also complies with 
EPA regulations.

INEZ - The Martin 
County Fiscal Court approved 
the second reading of its fiscal 
year 2013-2014 budget at 
Thursday’s meeting. 

The $20,289,664.66 bud- 
get consists of $ $2 ,36 1 ,308 .65 
in the General Fund, 
$2,185,382.01 in the Road 
Fund, $501,779.06 in the Jail 
Fund, $2,157,939.94 in the 
LGEA Fund, $11,050,000 in 
the State Grant Fund, 
$250,000 in the PRIDE Fund, 
$2,600 in the Forestry Fund, 



$1,178,327.61 in the Occupa- 
tional Tax Fund, $50,085 in 
the LGED Fund, $82,175 in 
the HUD Fund and 
$470,067.39 in the Sheriff’s 
Office Fund. 

Judge-Executive Kelly 
Callaham said that after the 
budget was sent to the state 
for approval prior to the sec- 
ond reading, no changes were 
made “for the first time.” 

“Some of you were con- 
cerned about the dog warden’s 
$30,000 salary,” Callaham 
said. “I assure you his is the 
same as everyone else, and 
that probably includes fringes 
or whatever.” 



Jobless rates 
up in region

FRANKFORT - Unem- 
ployment rates rose in all 
counties in the FIVCO and 
Big Sandy area development 
districts in May, according to 
statistics released last week by 
the Kentucky Office of 
Employment and Training. 

In the FIVCO district, 
Boyd County had the lowest 
rate in May at 7.7 percent, 
compared to 7.1 percent in 
April. 

The highest rate in the 
FIVCO ADD was 11 .6 percent 
in Elliott County, which had a 

10.9 percent rate in April. 
Lawrence County’s jobless 

rate in May was 10.6 percent, 
compared to 10 percent in 
April. 

Greenup County reported 
an 8.3 percent rate in May; its 
April rate was 7.9 percent. 

A 10.9 percent rate was 
recorded in Carter County in 
May, compared to 10.4 per- 
cent the previous month. 

Johnson County had the 
Big Sandy ADD’s lowest rate 
in May at 10 percent, up from 

9.5 percent in April. 

Magoffin County reported 

the Big Sandy district’s high- 
est rate at 17.5 percent, which 
was also the state’s highest. 
The county’s April rate was 

16.9 percent. 

Floyd County’s May rate 
was 12.1 percent, up from 

11.5 percent the previous 
month; and Martin County 
reported an 11.5 percent rate, 



up from 10.5 percent in April. 

Pike County had a 10.6 
percent rate in May; its April 
rate was 9.9 percent. 

Statewide, Woodford 
County recorded the lowest 
jobless rate in the common- 
wealth at 5.8 percent. It was 
followed by Oldham County, 

6.3 percent; Fayette County, 

6.4 percent; Ohio and Scott 
counties, 6.6 percent each; 
Anderson, Daviess and Han- 
cock counties, 6.7 percent 
each; and Franklin and Jessa- 
mine counties, 6.8 percent 
each. 

Fulton County followed 
Magoffin County with the sec- 
ond highest rate in the state at 
17.2 percent. It was followed 
by Leslie County, 17 percent; 
Harlan County, 16.3 percent; 
Letcher County, 16.2 percent; 
Knott County, 14.9 percent; 
Bell County, 14.5 percent; 
Jackson County, 13.8 percent; 
Perry County, 13.5 percent; 
and McCreary County, 13.2 
percent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian labor 
force statistics include non- 
military workers and unem- 
ployed Kentuckians who are 
actively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment within 
the past four weeks. The sta- 
tistics are not seasonally 
adjusted because of the small 
sample size for each county.

AppalReD Legal 
Aid provides free civil (not 
criminal) legal aid to low- 
income individuals in 37 East- 
ern and South Central Ken- 
tucky counties. We currently 
have offices in Barbourville, 
Richmond, Prestonsburg, 
Jackson, Hazard, Somerset 
and Columbia. We actually 
have two additional offices, in 
Pikeville and Harlan, but due 
to budget cuts are regretfully 
closing those offices. 

Our work and efforts start 
with our clients and case 
work, as we offer free legal 
aid to more than 225 ,000 local 
people and handle over 7,000 
cases per year. AppalReD ’s 
work is vital as we help: stop 
domestic violence and secure 
child custody rights; protect 
families and their homes and 
savings accounts from scam 
artists and we secure public 
benefits and uphold labor 
laws, thereby enhancing 
health care and increasing 
family income. We also repre- 
sent those who qualify in cas- 
es involving: foreclosures/ 
unfair loans, landlord-tenant, 



public housing, consumer pro- 
tection, family law, black- 
lung, social security, veteran’s 
rights, bankruptcy, tax issues 
and more. 

With all the good that App- 
alReD has done and continues 
to do for local people and our 
communities, we are far from 
providing full access to legal 
help for those who need it. 
While we hold the key to 
access to the courts for many 
residents who otherwise could 
not afford an attorney, our 
efforts to do so have taken 
quite a blow in light of the 
federal sequestration and oth- 
er federal and state budget 
cuts. Right now we basically 
have 20 attorneys trying to 
cover cases in 37 counties and 
hundreds of different courts. 
We will continue to do our 
level best to meet the legal 
needs of the low-income citi- 
zens in our service area, but 
there may be services that are 
more limited as a result of our 
financial constraints.

“It is for safety upgrades 
and a new gym floor,” Calla- 
ham said. “The gym floor will 
cost approximately $80,000 
and the other items include 
radios, hallway mirrors and 
other minor things to make 
the school safer.” 

A motion approving the 
resolution was made by Mills 
and seconded by Slone, with 
all in favor. 

The fiscal court heard the 
second reading of a bond ordi- 
nance in its entirety read by 



County Clerk Carol Sue Mills, 
which was approved by Slone 
and seconded by Hunt with all 
in favor.

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3 simple 
ways to 
delete your 
data for good

It's always exciting 
buying a new computer. 
You can't wait to set it up 
and put its power to use. Of 
course, it often creates a 
problem: What do you do 
with your old computer? 

You could turn it into a 
second Internet computer, 
DVR or a streaming media 
server. But you're more 
likely to sell it or give it 
away to a friend or family 
member. 

That's fine, but you 
don't want to sell or give 
away your personal data 
along with it. Who knows 
where it might end up ! 

Unfortunately, you 
can't just place your sensi- 
tive files in the Recycle 
Bin and then empty it. This 
doesn't completely delete 
the files. It just hides them 
from the operating system 
until they're overwritten. 
Anyone with the right tools 
can recover them. 

Now, your friends and 
family members probably 
don't have the knowledge 
or desire to steal this infor- 
mation. However, a hacker 
or a virus they let on to the 
system could find it. 

So, how do you get rid 
of your sensitive informa- 
tion for good? I have three 
ways that will make sure 
no one is ever able to 
recover your private data. 

I do need to point out 
that these instructions are 
for conventional magnetic 
hard drives. They won't 
work well for the newer 
solid-state drives. Those 
usually have their own 
built-in programs and sys- 
tems for wiping informa- 
tion. Check with the drive 
manufacturer to see what 
they recommend. 

1 . Wipe the drive com- 
pletely 

The quickest method of 
destroying your personal 
information is destroying 
all of the drive's data. For- 
matting the drive can do 
this. 

You can do this manu- 
ally or just re-install Win- 
dows. Windows 8 users 
can go to PC Settings» 
General» Remove Every- 
thing and reinstall Win- 
dows. Users of Windows 7 
and prior should consult 
their computer manual for 
the best way to do it. 

Formatting makes a 
data thief s job tougher, but 
not impossible. On larger 
hard drives, there are still 
big empty spaces where 
your old data is just sitting 
around. 

To really get rid of it, 
you want to use a program 
like Darik's Boot And 
Nuke. This formats your 
drive, fills it up with junk 
information, and formats 
the drive again. The pro- 
cess repeats several times. 
That's how the CIA and 
military wipe their infor- 
mation. 

Of course, that leaves 
you with an empty drive. 
You'll need to re-install the 
operating system and pro- 
grams. You might not have 
the installation disks any- 
more, or maybe you don't 
want the hassle. 

2. Delete only your sen- 
sitive files 

Most of what makes a 
computer worth having is 
the software. The previous 
method wipes it out. 

However, there is a way 
to fully erase personal data 
while leaving Windows 
and programs alone. You 
can do this even if you 
aren't getting rid of your 
computer. 

Grab a program like 
Eraser for Windows or Per- 
manent Eraser for Mac. 
Like Darik's Boot and 
Nuke, these write over 
your deleted information 
multiple times to make 
sure it's really gone. How- 
ever, they stick to files you 
select. 

I recommend this meth-

DAVID — A reunion is 
scheduled July 19-20 to “rem- 
inisce and pay tribute to the 
ancestors of coal miners and 
parents” of the David Coal 
Camp. 

“Let’s use this reunion as a 
tribute to the miners who liter- 
ally crawled in 30- to-36-inch 
mine tunnels to provide for 
their families,” reunion orga- 
nizer Judy Bussey said in a 
press release from Big Sandy 
Community and Technical 
College (BSCTC). “The 
Descendants of David come 
from a generation of hard 
workers who gave their lives 
so their children could have 
better opportunities. The 
women worked just as hard 
— building fires, carrying 
coal, cooking every day from 
scratch, raising the children, 
washing clothes and hanging 
them to dry even in the icy 
winters. We need to document 
and keep their stories alive. 
Our ancestors built the camp, 
mined the coal, kept the 
homes, worked in the compa- 
ny store, the fountain, the 
grade school, the church, and 
led community groups like 
Boy and Girl Scouts.” 

Bussey said the reunion is 
to “pay tribute to these pio- 
neers who kept the mine run- 
ning and the community 
going.” 

BSCTC is assisting with 
the reunion. 

“Our part (BSCTC) is not 
only to educate the people of 
Eastern Kentucky, which we 
do very well, but to assist 
groups like the David Descen- 
dants to organize and plan 
events that promote and pre- 
serve the cultural heritage of 
this region,” said Lisa Stum- 
bo, director of ECHO at 
BSCTC. “We must understand 
the past in order to lay out a 
successful course for the 
future. Knowing who we are 
collectively will help us to 



create a positive and consis- 
tent narrative of this region.” 

The University of Ken- 
tucky’s Appalachian Center 
will be available to conduct 
video interviews with the 
descendants, documenting 
their stories and experiences 
of coal camp life. The record- 
ed accounts will become part 
of the University’s archives as 
well as BSCTC ’s. 

Although the organizers 
have yet to find any surviving 
first generation miners, they 
have located one first-genera- 
tion mine engineer, Francis 
Harmon; two first-generation 
wives, Mrs. Rudell Wicker 
(Joann) and Mrs. Walter Arro- 
wood (Velma); and second- 
generation miners and wives, 
Burns and Pattie Clark Mol- 
lette and Carlene Tussey Bur- 
chett. 

The reunion will begin Fri- 
day, July 19, with registration 
and a reception at the BSCTC 
Student Center from 5-9 p.m. 

Events continue Saturday, 
July 20, with a free St. Vincent 
Mission celebration at David 
featuring a hot dog picnic 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. and a 
farewell gathering from 4-10 
p.m. at the student center with 
a barbecue plate dinner. 

Registration is $25 per per- 
son for both days or $12.50 
per person for one day. The St.
